The evening Democratic organ has an-
pouunced that the city Democratio come-
mittee has set up the cry of “No povery,”
that s to say, no Catholic 13 te be put on
the Democratic ticket this year. This
evidently means a bid for the A, P, A, vote,
whieh is rumored to be at least five

thousand strong. Mayor Sullivan and
his Board of Public Works haa a tiff with
the auti-Catholiec organization over the
renting of Tomlinson Hall for a lecture by
ex-priest Rudolph, They declined to let
the hall, giving as a reason thas he did
not want a repetition of the Lafayette
riot.

About thirty men attended the seasion of
the Butter, Eggs and Poultry Convention
at the Board of Trade yesterday afternoon,
and after the appointment of a committee
on order of business, an adjournment was
taken until this morning, 7The visitors
were taken on an excarsion to Fairview

in the evening. The committee on order
of business consisted of Page Gerry, of
Nowark, O,; C. B, Jeans, of Evansville, and
C. Byer, of Warsaw. Short talka wers as-
signed as follows: On eggs, William Har-
ris, of Union City, M. H. Hilton, of Boston,
Mass.; on butter, Joseph Swindell, of Ply-
mouth, William Harris aod Jawmes Snyder;
on poultry, Arthur Jordan, of Indianapolis,
C. f Jeana and John Van Neste, of New
York: on transporsation. C. C. Pierce and

other railroad mon, A number of freight
agents are at the convention.

This convention meests annually, and 18
composed of the shippers of Indiana and
Obio and the big dealers of the Last. There
are abous one bundred and thirty mem-
bers of the association, whose object is to
bring the dealersand shippers into closer
relations, One-third of the membership ia
composed of these Fastern commission
men. The committes which had eharge of
the cave before the lnterstate-commeros
Commiassion in which railroads were
charged with disorimination agsinst poul-
try and egg shippers will report to-day. A
teat case was taken before Ltue commission
at Cincnnatt & year ago, and a decision
was recently rendered agalnst the shippers.
They complained that the raiiroads would
not wnke a cheaper rate i1n proporsiou
upon the shipment of n ¢arload than the
rate upon a single case or crate, The com-
mission held that this was no diserimina-

| tion on the pars of the railroads. The ship-

pers claim that men who siip pumpkine or
potatoes get a cheaper raie by the carloaad,

Secretary T. 8. Gililand, of Van Wers,
0., said last night that the pouitry inter-
ests of Ohio and Indwana have increased
largely in the last year. More people are
findinz out that it protitable to raise chick-
ens. The Enast 18 depending more and
more on the West for supplies of this kind.
From Chicago an average of five thousand
cases of eggs are shipped to the East every
week. Mr. Gilliland says that the five-
cent duty put on eggs several years ago
has inoreased the production in the United
States fully 830 per cent. Canada does not
ship aa many eggs a8 formerly, except in
the winter, when eggs become very scarce.
Theduty has inoreased the price of eggs
perhaps 3 cents a dozen, but the shipper
gets none of vhis advance, as it all goes to
the producer, Mr. Gilliland thinks that
this duty will have a bensticial eflect all
around. ltstimulates the production, and
after o while the supply will necesesarily
reduce the price, give the peovle a safii-
cient supply of hen fruit, and give the pro-
ducer a good protit. H. P. Mille, of Defi-
snce, O,, is the president of the conven-
tion.

The Board of Publio Worke opened bids
for the eoliection of garbage at its meeting
yesterday and received only two cf them,
or only two firms bid, there being separate
proposals made for each of the four dis-
tricts, as was requnired in the specifications,
They were as follows:

First district, north of Washington street, west
of East, south of Cherry and cast of Central ave-
nue and East street—Tolin & Carlin, 50 ¢ents a
hundred pounds; Girton & Stout, one-half a cent

a pound.
Secvond district, nortn of Washington and
Cherry streets, and east of Central avenue and

East street—Tolin & Carlin, 55 cents & hundred
pounds; Girton & Etout, one-half a cer® a pound.

Third district, south of Washington aud east of
East street—Tolin & Carlin, 60 cents a hundred
pmmas(;l Girton & Stoat, three-quarters of a ceut
a pound.

ourth distriet, south of Washington and weat
of East street—Tolin & Carlin, 50 centa a hun-
dred pounds; Girton & Stout, three-quarters of

a cent a pound.

It will be seen that there is little differ-
ence in them, that of Tolin & Carlon being
a little the lower on the south side and Gir-
ton & Etout on the north. The board was
disappointed that there was not more gom-

etition, and also that the bids were so

1gh. 1t did not take any aection in the
matter, and will not do so until the Friday
meeting. President Conduitt said about
them: “‘The reason we did not decide to
whom to award the contract was that we
all thought the bids were too high., I was
disappointed 1n them myself, and think we
can get the work done cheaper. I know
that if the pay for the hanling was to come
through the medium of the city, on revenue
collected for that purpose, instead of hav-
ing the contractor go direct to the house-
hoider, we might get it done a greas deal
cheaper, as bidders will realize that it will
not be the easieat thing in the world to
make all of their collections. Bimilar work
is done in other cities for less money than
the bids of to-day will call for. However,
I donot know of butone or two cities who

have their refnee collected in this manner,
and what they pay foris 1 do not know.”

Mr, Conduitt did not say that the board

would reject the bids, bat he intimated
that suoh weuld be the case.
